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Accidental Poisoning One of Greatest 
Dangers to Young Children, Report

The lives of many small chil­ 

dren arc lost each year as a 
result of accidental poisoning. 
Still other children must under­ 
go the sometimes painful treat­ 
ment necessary to their recovery 
from swallowing some poisonous 
material.

The greatest number of cases 
of accident! 1 poisoning occur 
in the home, and the majority 
of the cases are children. Many 
parents who rlo everything pos­ 
sible to protect their children 
against the common diseases of 
childhood, nevertheless expose 
them to the grtater, danger of 
poisoning.

The results of a statistical in­ 
vestigation covering several 
countries was published by the 
World Health Organization in 
1957 and reveals that accidental 
poisoning was most common in 
the one to four years' group. In 
a recent Minnesota survey it 
was found that most young vic­ 
tims were under five years of 
age. and the greatest number 
was in the one to three year 
group. It is generally agreed 
that curiosity is high from the 
time a child begins. to toddle 
until around four years of age, 
and within this period children 
lead what Is sometimes called a 
"hand-to-mouth" existence.

Truly, not all of the accidental 
deaths among children can be 
prevented.' Falls, burns, motor 
vehicle accidents, and the like 
are all difficult to anticipate and 
often impossible to prevent. This 
is not the case in accidental 
poisoning, for parents can re 
move the means of its occur, 
rence in most instances.

Among many common house 
hold items reported as the cause 
of death among young children 
are aspirin, sedatives and sleep 
ing pills, cosmetics (including 
perfumes), benzine, kerosene 
turpentine, corrosives (such a 
lye and ammonia), pesticides 
arsenic compounds, and certaii 
antiseptics.

In some households many o 
these or similar items are kep 
in ah easily accessible medicine 
cabinet, on low shelves, in 
kitchen cupboards, or places 
that are equally as accessible 
to children.

Aspirin, which i.- found in 
nearly all home medicine cabi­ 
nets, -is one of the chief causes 
f)f poisoning in children. The 
colored, sweet flavored aspirin 
tablets m a d e especially for 
y o u n g s t e r s are particularly 
dangerous to have around since

the sugar coating makes them 
lalatable and increases the risk 
hat the child will take a lethal 

dose.
Physicians are apreed that it 

is up to the parents or other re­ 
sponsible adults to provide an 
accident-free environment untl

child is old enough to un 
Mand the reasons for precau­ 
tionary measures. With the 
proper vigilance, however, acci­ 
dental deaths from poisoning In 
childhood can be sharply re. 

duced.
But even with rigid safeguards, 

accidents will sometimes occur. 
That is why every parent or 
adult caring for children should 
know first aid measures for 
poisoning. Such first aid 
oedures WPTP recently publish 
in the Journal of the Americarn 
Medical Association and a re­ 
print of the recommendations 
will be mailed to anyone who 
sends a card of request to the 
Division of Health Education, 
Los Angeles County Health De­ 
partment.
